Faculty Demonstration 
Via Cab, Limousine 


One hundred and seventy 
BCC faculty members jour- 
neyed to Albany by them- 
selves cm March 31 to protest 
Govarnor Rockefeller’s pro 
posed veto of the McKeon 
bill, which called for a pay 
hike for all faculty teaching at 
‘Community Colleges in the Bronx. 

$20,000 was appropriated. im- 
mediately by BCC Ina’s Executive 
Committee, at an emergency meet 
‘ng. The faculty, led by President 
Meister, entered the 117 limou- 
snes hired for the trip and began 
the police escorted ride to Albany. 
‘The’ limousines were equipped 
with desks, typewriters, anda 
Muzak system, to inspire the fac- 
ulty to write letters 

Passing rough Newberg, the 
procession ran into a traffic jam, 
caused by several hundred stu- 
Gents from BCC on the "In Be- 
tween Intersession Weekend Trip 
to the Poconos,” led by Dave 
Greenbere 

‘Leaving the limousines, the en- 
tice group then halled a cab. 
CCramped but determined, the in- 
structors In the leaded cab con- 
tinued on towards Albany, its 
fcccupante tired but still full of 
‘dedication and zeal. 

‘Upon arrival in Albany, Miss 
Regina Pomeranz immediately 
lllized her vast experience and 
organized a picket lise and sit in 
at the Governor’ offic, simultan- 
‘oully and at the same time. Soon 
‘after, the group began chanting 
peace songs, learned from BCC 
Hudents 

‘After demonstrating for an hour, 
the plekets were informed that the 
Governor was in Hawal, address 
Ing a Hula conference. Making a 
‘ulck decision, the group started 
to head back toward New York. 

‘The next morning, a bit inebri- 
ated huiratil dedicated, the merry 
‘Bru proceeded to the Governor's 
mansion in New York. The faculty 
felt that this place was apropos, 
sine t had been bullt with funds 
ralsed by taxing the adoption of 
orphans.
